_impressiveness ‘from their very moderation. They spoke the 


uthentic voice of England, the England of ordered liberty, of 
even-handed justice and of the Liberal traditions that have 
been affronted and wounded by the astounding. reversion to 
barbarism that has marked the vake's progress of Hitlerism to 
power, The speakers represented all sections of Christian 
fe. The PRIMATE himself interpreted the feelings of the 
Anglican Church. Lord BUCKMASTER, a one-time Lord 
(iancellor, expressed, in lofty tones, the attitude of Christian 
utvmen., Dr. Scorr LIDGETT spoke for the great Free Churches. 

| Lord IDDESLEIGH for our Catholic-fellow-citizens. Their 
| otests sprang, too, from a spontaneous sentinent of revulsion 

the wrongs that are being done and of alarm at the 
(jingers involved to the world’s most cherished ideals. They 
were not inspired, as the ARCHBISHOP emphatically declared, by 
in) promptings from Jews. The speakers needed no " pressing” 
to perform what they regarded as a manifest duty. They acted 
as they did because, as Dr. LANG said, their hearts went out to 
tho Jewish people in obedience to the common principles 
of their humanity. For all these reasons, only the blindest 
fai nousness on the part of the German rulers could mistake or 
niinimise the gravity of the occasion. It means that the Nazis 
will continue on their desperate courses only on pain of forfeit- 
'ng completely the respect and friendship of Britain and 
‘solating themselves from the comity of civilised nations. After 
the ringing protests of last Tuesday's demonstration they know, 
beyond a peradventure, where they stand. They have no 
excuse for misconception. It is Hitlerism against the unalter- 
vble attachment, of other peoples to the cause of justice and 


human progress, And it is for the Nazis to choose the road 
they will take. | : 


The speakers left no manner of doibt as to the intensity of 
feeling which the appalling events in Germany had provoked in 
them. “Our consciences haye been shocked!” exclaimed Lord 
IDDESLEIGH. The Archbishop recited the disabilities that had 
been heaped upon the unfortunate Jews.

In impassioned 
tones he asked what would be the effect of this child torture, 
not only on the Jewish little ones but on the Christian children 
educated in contempt and scorn of their fellow-creatures. It 
was this, the basest and wickedest- of all the Nazi cruelties, that 
stirred the audience. most. No one with a spark of human 
sympathy but must shudder at such infamy, tremble for out 
code of civilisation, and cry out against a flagrant anniliulation 
of the things for which all religions stand, HITLER, too, as one 
of the speakers recalled, professes to base his new-fangled 
State upon the teachings of religion. Wi

words of the Hebrew prophet, quoted with infinite effect by 


Lord BUCKMASTER, “ And what doth the Lord require of thee 
but to do justly, to love mercy, and to walk humbly with th 
God"? The exponents of English feelings claimed a right to he 
heard. It was a right given them, as one after anotsie 
insisted, by their proven friendship for Germany tly 
past. It was a right. too. grounded, as the Primate urged 
in the facts that the nations of the world are. one com 
munity and that the concerns of uny ol them are the concern

Significant 
words were spoken by the Archbishop about the increasime 
sufferings of Christians in the Nazi-ridden Reich, and the 
danger to the World Economic Conference from the denial 
of the community of peoples. The rulers of Germany were told 
that they were jeopardising nascent friendships, and reminded 
that force was no remedy. The speakers not only warned, the

tolerance and equity,” and to HITLerR himself to make good! 


for inoffensive citizens” at home the aspirations for peace 
and goodwill to. foreign nations which he had expressed -in tiis 
Reichstag speech. 

England and the world will wait to see whether these 
warnings and appeals will fall on deaf ears. At the monient, 
we only know that, contrary to the comfortable assumption in 
some quarters, there is no abatement of the oppression, and 
that, asthe Archbishop said, the Jews of Germany are being 
increasingly deprived of any chance to gain a livelihood. We 
hope fervently that reason, if not justice, will yet revive, and 
that the German people will awake from its mad delirium. But 
we remember another protest meeting that was held in the 
Queen's Hall twenty-seven years ago. The Russian tyranny 
that then hurled defiance at civilisation has fallen in obloquy 
and blood. That is the fate which awaits all tyrannies which 
throw themselves athwart the path of progress and challenge 
the laws of God and man. Let HITLER think again!

death of Bishop Colenso has deprived the World of politics alone of an 
inportant figure. itis twenty years since the late Bishop's views as 
to the trustworthiness of the Old Testament narrative were revealed 
with a startling effect upon orthodox minds. But much has happened 
since then; and the far more destructive opinions of a certain schoo! 
of scientists, which have been freely disseminated in the interval. 
had made the deceased prelate’s attacks appear mild and harm. 
iess by comparison, Perhaps it would be more correct to say 
that those attacks had almost been forgotten, until the death 
of the man from whom they had proceeded revived the memory 
ofthem. Asa Biblical critic, Colenso had long ceased to have any 
importance. Even supposing that his objections to the historical 
accuracy of the Scriptural Books were tenable, it may well be asked 
whether, after all, they were worth urging, His work ‘tested the 
exodus,” it has been said, *‘ by the Rule of Three, and turned the 
Book of Numbers into an addition sum.’’ But when this was done. 
who was the better for it? To have been consistent, Colenso ought 
to have gone much further. Why should he have tested the anthen- 
ticity of the Old Testament by mathematical rules alone? Nay, w hy 
should he have confined his criticisms to the Old Testament? There 
are other critical methods besides those furnished by Arithmetic 
which might be applied to the Bible—the Gospels included. It is 
difficult to understand ‘why Colenso should have stopped where he 
did; and we use the phrase in a double sense. Logically, his objec- 
tions should have taken a more far-reaching character; but they 
ought to have shown him the propriety of leaving the Church in 
which he held, and in which he maintained even in a Court of Justice 
his right to hold, one of the highest offices.

The Rev. J. F. STERN, th seconding the motion, said that the Schools 
were fortunate in having such an excellent teaching etaff. He endorsed 
what the President had said about the tine Jewish atmosphere in the

He felt perfectly certain that Hitler and his band wished 
exterminate the Jews of Germany. What were they to doin the circuy 
stances Well, the difficulties were tremencvus. He had been to se 
some of the most important Jewish doctors in Paris, all of whom told hi: 
that there was no room in: France for their Jewish colleagues fr 
Germany and that the French doctors themselves were having a har 
time. He suggested the Azores to one leading medical man, but wa 
told that there was no room for them there. He then suggested Porttiga 
and the answer was that they would first have to learn Portuguese an: 
pass examinations, 

“ It is doubly unfortunate,” said Professor Gottheil, “ that the econom) 
isis Is as great as it is just now in America, but there are four milli: 
jews in the United States; and I think that measures ought to be taken 
at once to collect one million dollars from these four million people. Thi: 
can be done if proper means are adopted. At this moment of distress, w: 
must all come to the aid of our suffering brethren in Germany.” 

So far as British Jewry was concerned, he knew the sentiment whic! 
was animating it in its desire to do everything possible to help German 
Jewry, and he was very glad to see how prominent non-Jews in th: 
country had expressed themselves upon this subject. He felt bound ¢ 
confess, however, that he was disappointed and surprised that the Britis! 
Premier, Mr. Ramsay MacDonald, had so far remained silent and n«: 
ittered even a word of protest in public, 

With regard to the question of the boyeott, he was very much: 
favour of this movement and, among the “ Mellahs” in Morocco, he sa 
bigg posters in Spanish commencing with the following three lines; 

Israel responde a Hitler 
Humanidad contra Barbaria 
| Boicot mundial antiaieman. 

He had spoken to the leading Jewish merchants in Morocco who had 
told him that they had cancelled all their contracts with German firm- 
and would not buy a single article from Germany. (Professor Gotth: 
has himself resigned from all the German learned Societies to which he 
belonged). As regards the sugestion that a vigorous boycott might hav: 
serious repercussions on German Jewry by way of Nazi reveng 
‘the point which arises in my own mind,” he said, “is this: Hith 
and his band are bound to kill off the Jews in Germany by slow dztree- 
not by simply driving them out as was done in Spain in 1492 but by silent 
suppression of all means of livelihood, so that instead of a sudden deat! 


they shall come to their end in a lingering torture, In America, Jewis!: 
opinion leans very much towards the boycott.’’ 

Referring to Palestine, Professor Gottheil said: ‘‘ If the Englis) 
Government wishes, it can offer a haven of refuge and rest for a large 
number of the victims of German persecution.’’ Then there was also to 
be considered South America and the Argentine Republic, where there are 
already Jewish Communities of sufficient importance to take eare of the 
new-comers. 

So far as the Intellectuals were concerned, they were trying in Paris 
to do what they could for these victims of Nazi discrimination, but the 
Jews of the world, he declared, must furnish the money. France was 
showing herself most generous in the present crisis, in opening her doors 
to the Jewish refugees from Germany and was trying in every way 
make them welcome. The papers, too, were full of the most friendly and 
wholehearted sympathy for the Jews. 

Professor Gottheil has left London for Oxford, where he is working iD 
the Bodleian Library. He will later proceed to Cambridge in order to

In responding, Mr. E. L. MocATTA said that as a kinsman of the pious 
lounder of that Congregation, he thanked Mr. Da Costa for the kind 
'cference to him and to his son, Mr. Alan Mocatta, who was carrying on 
the traditions of his family in the Community. The presence of the 
‘epresentatives of all sections of the Community at that function was a 
proof of the great estoem in which Sir Moses was held, and his influence 
iad not ceased.

Sulzer scored success after success as a Chazan because he pai! 
particular attention to the meaning of the words, to their appropriate 
musical rendering and to the collection of traditional melodies. H: 
was unquestionably an artist to his finger-tips; but he was more 
he was a Jewish artist who thought as a Jew, composed as a Jew. 
and sang asaJew. For fifteen’ years he laboured, collecting old 
melodies. refurbishing them, and composing new ones, In 1339 
he published a collection of compositions in the field of Synagogue 
music, a monumental work entitled 772 YW. Like all pioneers 
Sulzer pointed the way for further development, but even to-day his 
music is used with gratitude and respect. The work was welcomed 
in Jewish congregations, and Sulzer had the satisfaction of know 
ing that his influence extended far beyond Vienna. 

Sulzer must have been not only an artist with a rare 
but a remarkable personality as well.

These distinctions gave satisfaction no’ 
only to Sulzer himself but also to his parents who lived long enough 
toderive happiness from their son's success. More than once his 
aged mother recalled the remark of the Mohel, who was also his 
paternal grandfatier, as, laying his hand on the boy's head, he said: 
‘Tam certain that one day this child will become a great man.” 

The success of his firss volume of music encouraged Sulzer to 
proluce asecond, This appeared in 1866 and contained, besides 
widitional Synagogue melodies, the musical rendering of the 
Megilla and of "3°N. Those who heard Sulzer read both these 
portions of the Liturgy declared that the congregation was 
enchanted—such a voice, such an interpretation, that be carried 
away your soul, 

The same year Sulzer celebrated the fortieth anniversary of 
his appointment. The Vienna Community utilised the oceasion for 
a tremendous ovation. The French Rabbinate, with Grand Rabbin 
Isidor at their head, sent their congratulations, and stressed the 
fact that Synagogue music transcends geographical boundaries. 
When in 1874 Sulzer celebrated his seventieth birthday, the free- 


dom of Vienna was conferred upon him. Two years later he

head of his, with grey curly hair, round, lively eyes and quick, 
energetic mouth 

When in 1881 he retired, the Vienna Rabbinate conferred the 
title of Morenu upon him. For nine years longer he was Chazar- 
Emeritus, dying in 1890, fall of years and honours. Dr. Jellinek. 
the golden-tongued preacher in Vienna in those days, paid him a 


worthy tribute. Tow APD, he cried; the voice of that God- 
kissed singer we shall hear no more. 

The career of Sulzer proves that a great Chazan is as rare as 
a great Preacher. But it also shows that even the greatest Chazan 
needs to continue his musical studies until the end. Do all our 
Readers appreciate this fact ? Why is it, one sometimes wondere. 
that in London one so seldom sees a Chazan at the Queen's Hall 
Concerts? Can it be that the majority of Readers look upon their 
work as a mere task? Do they all realise that they, more than the 
Preacher, give character and atmosphere to the Synagogue service ’ 
We might even do without the Preacher altogether. Without the 
Chazan our Synagogue services would be of little worth. The 


Chazan may become a force of great influence in his congregation— 
as the career of Sulzer proves conclusively.

BRITAIN DENOUNCES GERMAN JEWISH PERSECUTION 


Archbishop of Canterbury’s Solemn Warning

assembled at the Queen's Hall on Tuesday afternoon to EX PVESS 
n unequivocal terms the nation’s abhorrence at the anti Jewish 
persecutions in Germany and its sympathy with the vietims of 
the Nazi repression, 

The Queen's Hall las ‘in the past b en the scene of many a 
nemorable gathering Ol behalf +) noble CHUSC, 
assembly could have been more tore sincerely 
passionately determined beneath its atmosphere of solemn 
restraint, than the one which filled the building on Tuesday 
evening for the great protest meeting against the savage Perse - 
cution of the Jews of Germany by the Nazi Government of that 
infortunate. country. The meeting began punctually at half- 
past five. Two hours before that time a number of people 
had formed a queue outsidé one of the entrances to the hall in 
the hope of gaining admission. And as the hour drew near for 
the meéting ‘to begin those on duty at the various entrances 
were almost overwhelmed and swept off their feet by the erowds 
Clamouring to get in. 

The speeches were worthy of the gravity of the subject and 
the high distinetion of the speakers and were punctuated by pro- 
ionged tornados of applause. It was clear that an issue of: vital 
moment, not only to Jews but to the very existence of. civilisa- 
tion, was involved. Despite the impressive solemnity and the 
atmosphere of profound seriousness there was no indication of 
despauw; on the contrary there was -very noticeable grim 
determination that the battle for right against brutal force 
would be fought out to a successful victory for the protagonists 
of decency and human liberty. 

Onhy one Jew, Lord READING, spoke, received 
ovation in proposing a vote ‘ot thanks to the C}iniriman. Lord 
BCCKMASTER, and to the other speakers. 

The speeches, coming as they did from the highest and 
most responsible anthorities, were couched ino measured and 
moderate terms. © Yet one could discern: beneath the words of 
these non-Jewish champions of Jewish rights in Germany the 
vrave warning Which was the more weighty by reason of this 
very.moderation, Lord Buckmaster, despite his controlled calm. 
showed visible signs of his righteous indignation at what was 
happening in Germany,

large scale which offends the common instincts of anything that cau 
be called a community of nations, every member of that community 
is concerned. 
I want to make this clear this afternoon—TI think you, my Lord 
hairman, have already done so—that we are not here because we 
have been pressed and prompted by members of the Jewish com. 
munity. Ef certainly spoke long ago on this matter, if only in a few 
words, before | was approached even by any member of the Jewish 
ommunity in this country. It is true that we have a great, dee; 
aud jast sympathy with the Jewish Community and an adiniration 
for many of the great qualities which it has shown throughout the 
long history of the world. But we are here not because they pressed 
wax prompted us, but because our hearts already go out to them in 
obedience to the same common principles of our humanity. (Loud 
applause). I should like alsoto make it even more abundantly clea: 
‘though what the Chairinan has said renders that surely unnece: 
sary) thaf we are not assembled out of any kind of hostility to the 
great German nation. Surely some of us, your Chairman among 
them, have been much misunderstood at one time. even maligned, 
because we foresaw that it was impossible for any length of time to 
keep a nation with such strength in the heart of it in a position of 
such inferiority among the other nations of Burope. Our regret is 
that what is happening in Germany with regard not only to the 
lewish community (but very specially to them) affeéts us with the 
ese that just as we were trying to be fair and just to them, they 
nave brought in a new element of doubt and alienation.

of the very strength of our desire to be friendly that we have felt 
bound to come together this evening and I hope with unanimity to 
pass this resolution. 
To whom then shalt we make our appeal? We must make if,

ull powerful Chancellor. I know well how difficult it is to ride a 
revolution, and it is a revolution which is taking place in Germany 
loday.

ILLUMINATING FIGURES. 


SOME ENTRAORDINARY DISCREPANCIES, 
(From a Correspondent, | 

1: is doubtful whether any crown colony or even a dominion has 
» odueed a work that can approach, in usefulness, in erudition and 
» scientific value the Report on the Census of Palestine which has 
vecently appeared in two bulky volumes. When it is realised that 
this Report is the product of one man working practically single 
handed during one year, the great good fortune cf Pa’ estin® in ha 
on its staff so well equipped, so scholarly and so intellectually 
penetrating an officer as Mr. Eric Mills will be realised. Not 
ouly thas no colcny produced so valuable ai work if is 
wiprobable that any colony could produce one. An adequate 
notice Of a work such as this is of course out of the question. My. 
Viils cwa comment on his conclusions occupies 350 foolscap pages 
and comment on that comment and the tables, to be worthy of its 

ject, would need equal space. All that can be done on this occ: 

sion is to dip into the volumes, turning over the pages at randoni 
and calling attention to items that appear to be of special Jewish 
nterest. 

Table XVI deals with occupations. From this we learn that in 
a total Jewish population of 174,610 there were 66,683 workers with 
11.754 dependants also working and 96.173 complete dependants 
Thus every Jew in Palest ne would appar to b») a worker or tic 
dependant cfa worter: T tis, however, is not so when we look at the 
occupations scheduled. For instance 823 Jewish men and 21 women 
described themselves as inmates of religious institutions. The 
latter figure shows how the word of the persons directly concerned 
im acensus cannot be taken, although it is of course impossible to 
-beck or confirm their statements. Moreover 987 men and 666 
women described themselves as renticrs and were entered as earners 
under that heading and 318 and 25 as remittance men and women. 
The latter figures are of course gross understatements. 842 men and 
78 women among the Jews described themselves or were described 
as inmates of prisons, mental homes, beggars, prostitutes, depen 
dents on charity, etc. The statement that only 36 Jews in Pales- 
tine were living on charity is of course utterly absurd, as is also the 
further statement that only two men with three dependants were 
without occupation. I suppose the lower one falls in the social 
scale the less inclined one is to admit it. 

9,891 men and 2,415 women gave their occupations as agriculture, 
stcck raising, cte. Of these twenty-two were fisherman and one a hunter. 
Other unexpected occupations for Jews under this head are twelve wood. 
cutters, firewood collectors or charcoal burners, and twenty-three herds. 
men, shepherds and goatherds, and one shephertess. There were 29! 
quarrymen and three women who stated they were similarly occupied 
In industry there were 15 417 men and 3,318 womeu employed either as 
employers or emptoyees. Of these only 290 men and 301 women were 
engaded in textile manufactures. On the other hand 5,052 men and fifty- 
nine women were evgaged in building and its allied industries, There 
were ninety-six Jewish journalists in Palestine, 1,735 men and twenty-one 
women drivers. Almost half the post office technical employces were 
Jewish—343 men and sixty women out of a total of 791 and ninety 
s¢ven respectively. The Jews have a still higher proportion amon, 
bank-managers, moneylenders, cte.—697 men and 107 women out 
of tota!s of 982 men and 142 women; 458 men and 45 women described 
themselves as peddlars or hawkers, and one Jewish woman appears under 
the heading “ Conjurors, fortune tellers, exhibitors of curiosities and wild 
animals.” There were 412 men and 7 women in the Police Force-—-the 
women need explaining—eleven Jewish soldiers and two Jewish navy 
men. In the Government service there were 444 Jews and 66 Jewesses, 
apart from those in the Post Offico, Railways and Police. The proportion 
of this total to that of the total number of State employees, 2,229, was 
somewhat higher than the proportion of Jews to the total population. 
There were 163 Jewish lawyers including two women, out of a total of 
-60, and 617 (including 255 women), medical practitioners of all kinds out of 
a total of 97. This gives a proportion of one physic.an, dentist, etc., for 
cvery 283 of the Jew .sh population. 

Languages are also vcry interesting. There are sixty different 
languages habitually spoken in Palestine. So the people say. These 
include Abyssinian, Afghav, Arama’‘c, Basque, Bosnian, Brazilian, 
Catalan, Chaldean, Ch nese, Gypsy, Erse, Javanese, Latin, Malayalam, 


Swiss (what language is this’), Syriac, Takrurian, Tartar, Tuscan and. 


Welsh; 15,000 out of 174,000 gave Hebrew as their principal tonguc. 
Propaganda has obvicusly here overlapped itself. It is dificult to accept 
this figure of a population three-sevenths of which is foreign-born and ten 
thousand of whom had not been in the country more than a year. Light 
Moslems and thirteen Christians also gave their principal tongue as 
Hebrew, as @d also £90 others, presumably Jews, who returned 
themselves as Atheists; 4,610 Jews and eighty-four others gave 
Yiddish as theiy principal language. Thirty-five Jews gave Aramaic 
as their principal language; one, Armenian; seven, Circassian; one, 
l'innish; two, Hindustani; one, Swedish; one, Swiss; tweive. Tartar ; 
and three, Tuscan. The records of these minor languages show the 
imtensity of the propaganda for the return by Jews of Hebrew as the 
iain language. There are two Dutch Consuls, both Dutch subjects 
and Jews, to whom ard their families Dutch is certainly the main 
language. Yet only one Jew, and that a woman, gave Dutch as her 
principal language. It has been said, not without some shadow of justitica- 
tidn in view of what one hears in the streets and still more in the houses, 
that the principal languages of Tel-Aviv are Russian and Polish. Yet only 
nineteen Jews, two men and scyenteen women, in the whole of Palestire 
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gave Polish as their principal tongue ; and 269—aygain more women than 
men--Russian. 295 Jews, thirty-six Moslems, 4,962 Christians and ten 
others gave English as their principal language—and these 296 Jews aro 
out of 4,402 British Jewish subjects and United States citizens: this i« 
after British subjects from parts of the Empire where English is not the 
vernacular have been excluded ! 

Of the 174,610 Jews, 100,704 returned themselves as Palestinian 
eilizens, and another 7,902, without disclosing their citizenship, stated 
that they had applied for naturalisation. Of the foreign Jews, firat on the 
list came Poland with 23,107, and sccond the Union of Soviet Republics 
with 8,771. One Jewess said she was a Transjordanian, presun ably 
married toa Transjordahian Arab: two Jewesses claimed to be Chinese. 
Two Jews said they were Hedjazians. Only three, one man and two 
women, admitted that they were Moroccans. There was one Swedish 
Jewess., 

“ Nationality within Citizenship” is probably unique, necessitated by 
the very peculiar circumstances of Palestine. First comes a list of 
ciuuzenships distributed among Jews, Arabs and others. Then similar 
particulars are given fov Arabs, Jews. and others separately. From this 
we learn that the 693,159 Moslems of Palestine consist of 690.420 Arabs, 
21 Jews, and 2,718 others. The 21 Jews, 13 men, 8 women, ave all Pales- 
tinians, Of 174,610 Jews, 87 (21 men and 66 women) returaed themselves 
as of Arab nationality, and 145 of other nationalities. The 87 Arab Jews 
all came from Eastein lands. Of the 145 Jews. who were neither Arab 
nor Jewish by nationality, 66 were European, 21 Polish, 13 Britsh, and 
; Russian. These figures also are known to be incorrect. There are 
many more than 6 Russian converts to Judaism in Palestine. The 
91,398 Che.stians included 25 (11 men and 14 women) who gave Jcwish 
as their nationality. This is ecrtainly also an understatement. 
Any resident of Palestine could quickly give the names of twenty- 
live Jewish ecnverts to Christ anity of his own acquaintance. Although 
there are a number of Jewish chi drea from Egypt in the convent schools 
of Palostine, not one Jewish-Christian is recorded as Egyptian. Of the 
others, that is those who were neither Moslem, Jew nor Christian by 
religion, 385 (208 men and 177 women) recorded themselves as of Jewish 
nationality 142 of thess were Palestinian citizens and 117 Pol’sh, 


Assassination of Dr. Arlosoroff. 


Impressions of the National Tragedy. 


SOCIALISTS AND REVISIONISTS MOURN LOSS. 
(From our Correspondent. JERUSALEM. | 


It is difficult to deseribe, in this sad hour of Jewry's loss. the 
feeling of despondency and gloom that prevails in Palestine at the 
great tragedy that has overtaken its public life. The death of Dr. 
(Chaim Arlosoroff, the thirty-four year old Zionist leader and head of 
the Political Department of the Jewish Agency Executive, within 
two days of his return to the country from a two months’ mission 
nbroad in the interests of German-Jewish settlement, came as a 
thunderbolt. It has evoked the most profound and inconsolable 
distress throughout Jewry, 

To an onlooker in the streets of Tel-Aviv and Jerusalem it was 
not difficult to observe that some national catastrophe had come 
about. Dy. Arlosoroff's‘death was the topic of the hour among all 
classes of the population. “Ail cinemas, cafes, theatres, public enter- 
tainments were closed, all sports cancelled and “hikes” called off 
and Jewish life came to a standstill to pay full tribute to the 
fallen leader. 

Tel-Aviv seemed one mass of black drapery, and the people 
with mournful mien in the streets depicted the prevailing sentiment. 
In Jerusalem, which is a cosmopolitan city not of a specifically 
Jewish character,. the effects of the national mourning were 
ouly too apparent. Black flags or black-edged flags flew 
from all Jewish buildings; schools broke up at the hour of the 
funeral, Hebrew University lectures were cancelled, public and 
private concerns gave their employees half-day vacations, 
omnibuses flew black pennants, offices and businesses were closed. 

Thousands of people went by rail and road to Tel-Aviv, where 
almost a hundred thousand attended the funeral, presenting a 
remarkable? appearance of national solidarity in the face of a great, 
tragic event. For the mourning was by no means eonfined to the 
Socialist Labour class alone; the militant Zionist-Revisionists and 
their constituent the Brith Trumpeldor, usually the most bitter and 
inveterate of opponents to Zionist Socialism, shared to the fullest 
extent in the sympathy and shock, and took part in the funeral, 
Political animosities and feuds were scrapped for the nonce, to 
permit the Yishuv to give full rein to its sorrow,

Zionism in a few pregnant sentences. For the benetit of many 
ionists. old and me thie y be quoted, We VW ish to lay the 


joundations of the home,’ hes ud, “which w ill one d L\ contain the 
lewish nation. Zionism is the return to Judaism even before 
the return to the Jewish land. \ people can only help itself 
if it cannot do that, then it *#annot be helped. We Zionists wish 
stimulate the people to self-help. . . Recent events have 
furnislred crushing proof of the futility of Jews relying on other 
than self-help methods, | 

‘The tirst Congress was to have taken place in Manich, but such 
a Jewish gathering was too much for the German-Jewish super 
patriots. German ~ Rabbis” intervened with the Bavarian Gotern 
ment, and finally Congress was convened at Basle. Laws aud regula 
tions were enacted by the first and subsequent Congresses on which 
the Zionist Organisation is based. Until 1913. the last Congress before 
the War, cleven such meetings were held: the first five annually, 
including one (the fourth) in London, and the others biennially. 
During the War and immediately after it, no Congress took place 
the first Congress after the War, the twelfth ofits kind, was held in 
Carisbad in 1921. Witte the bulk of Jewry responded enthusiast 
ally to Zionism, the supreme authority of the Zionist Organisation 
(ongress~—never reflected the actual strength of its adherents. The 
number of organised Zionists registered through the Shekel grew 
rapidly during the early years and had increased from 70.000 in the 
first two years to roughly 200,000 before the War, and to a very 
much higher figure in recent years. The figures, however. are no 
index of the fogce ‘behind the moveinent, It is a great pity that 
large numbers of Jews, very ardent Zionists, have failed to provide 
themselves annually with the Shekel. the symbol of adherence to 
the cardinal principle of the Basle programme, which provides for a 
legally secured home in Palestine. 

A Zionist Organisation backed by millions of Jews—the millions 
that favour the idea and contribute towards it in other ways—could 
become the most powerful political and moral instrument of the 
Jewish people, as originally intended by Herzl. With Palestine as 
the ultimate goal, such an organisation could equally’ include 
within its scope matters affecting Jews in the Diaspora. Schemes 
about convening a World-Jewish Congress would have been super- 
fluous if the Zionist Organisation has succeeded in organising all 
the potential Zionist forces. The material interests of Palestine have 
perhaps, not suffered much through the weakness of the Organisation 
the creation by Congress of tinancial instruments for the advance 
ment of the work in Palestine, the Keren Kayemeth and Keren 
Hayesod, has yielded all the notable results of which Zionists are so 
justly proud, But in the process of that work the Organisation 
responsible for all the achievement hed allowed itself to be pushed 
imte the background. Such self-effacement might have been com 
mendable, undoubtedly betokening as it does great zeal for: the 
ultimate aim; bat if sapped the strength from the parent body, with 
deplorable consequences from the general national point of view. 

The main responsibility for the weakness of the Zionist 
(irganisation rests on the leaders of the Organisation and on the 
‘seneral Zionist Council, and_also, perhaps, on the many parties within 
the organised Zionists. The energy that should have been directed 
for furthering and extending ‘the central organisation has been 
dissipated in emphasising party differences. Some groups, [ am 
informed, only work up an interest in the Organisation shortly 
before the Congress, so as to safeguard the interests and influence 
of their parties. 

I shall deal. in the next article with the various parties 
and groups within the Organisation and with their respective 
programmes,

Bethnal Green Talmud Torah. 
FINANCIALLY AT THE END OF ITS TETHER. 

A grave view of the future of the Bethnal Green Talmud Torah was 
‘ikhen by Mr. L. lisen, the President, when he addressed the members at 
the annual meeting which was held onSuandav evening, and which was 
‘ollowed by the prize distribution to the pupils by Miss Tilli Yager. 

Mr. Eisen pointed out that the Talmud Torah had done invaluable 
‘ork for the cause of Hebrew education in this country for upwards of 
‘'wenty-six years, but that owing to the rapid exodus of many Jews to the 

itlying districts of London and various other causes, their funds had 
Jiminished substantially. The result was that they were left to-day with, 
omparatively speaking, a mere haudful of children the majority of whose 
parents were unable to pay the school fees. Offerings and collections had 
«iso gone down, and all this was aggravated by the fact that there were 
other urgent calls as well on their pockets just now. Their deficit was as 
muchas £15 aweek., Unless, therefore, something were done to remedy 
(ts sad state of affairs, he could not see how they could carry on much 
onger. Mr. Eisen lamented the fact that the Talmud Torahs did not 
seem to take that place in the charitable allocation of the Federation of 
“ynagogues which in his opinion they ought to, and said it would be a 
tragedy if the doors of that Institution had to close. He mentioned 
(tte fact that they owed their teaching staff about £90, and he appealed 
for support to enable them to continue. 

Dayan Dr. Feldman said that the Talmud Torah Trust had recently 
‘ppointed a Ways and Means Committee to try and find a way out of the 
difficulties whieh confronted them.

Son Forced to Waitin Father. 


More Bestial Nazi Brutality. 
\From a Correspondent.— AMSTERDAM. | 

Het Voik. of Amsterdam, publishes the following story, which it 
declares to be carefully authenticated, 

A few days before the prohibition of ritual slaughtering became effective 
the two shochetim of an industrial town in Westphalia—we do not want to 
mention the name, since the men had subsequently to sign a statement 
that no harm was done to them—were taken from the abattoir by-a troop 
of S.A. and S.S. men, and, in their working clothes, were driven in a car 
through the streets and then to an old quarry in the neighbourhood. There 
they were maltreated in a bestial way and thrown into a pit, bleeding all 
over and completely exhausted. A son of one of them, who tried to come 
to his father’s rescue, was witness of the atrocities, and was made to undergo 
the same fate, He was thrown into the pit, which was finally covered with 
hoards by the Nazis. 

To frighten their victims the criminals debated loudly whether they 
would fill up the pit or simply hang all three. Finally, the unfortunate men 
were dragged from the pit and the son had to burn off his father’s beard 
with a piece of lighted paper, while the beard of the second shochet was 
roughly hacked off. They were then released—i.¢., they had to be taken to 
the hospital. One shochet was badly burnt in the face. in addition to a 
number of other injuries, while the other, because of maltreatment, had 
'o undergo an operation. 


A Cafe incident in Berlin. 


In THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of May Sth, an account of the 
experiences in Berlin of Mr. Harry Goodman. of Sheffield, was 
viven, in the course of which he told how an attempt had been 
made to prevent his entering the Cafe Konig in that city. He spoke 
of a notice posted up in front of the cafe forbidding Jews from 
entering, 

The Nazi newspaper, the ARIsScCHE RUNDSCHAU, on May 20th, 
declared that having read this account in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, it 
sent a representative immediately to investigate, who “ did not find 
the placard” referred to. Further enquiries have been made of 
Mr. Goodman, who assures us that his statement was perfectly true, 
and that outside the Friederichstrasse entrance of the Cafe there 
was posted the notice: Jews must not enter, 

Possibly the poster was removed after Mr. Goodman's departure, 
or is it just another case of there being none so blind as a Nazi 
When he does not want to see! 
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_ It will be observed, also, that this comparatively mild case of 
Nazi anti-Semitism has been avidly taken up by a Nazi newspaper, 
with the hope of disproving it. Of all the terrible cases of murder, 
maining and torture which have been reported week by week in 
HE JEWISH CHRONICLE, not one has been even so superfi ially 
challenged as this café notice.

Dr. Ley, leader of the Nazi delegates who withdrew from the Inter- 
national Labour Conference, said that Germany no longer felt inclined to 
subscribe to the international swindle in Geneva, which cost (rermany 
annually the sum of 1,000,000 gold marks, and provided an asylum for 
blackguards, Jews, Communists and Roman Catholics.” In view of the 
sum mentioned by Dr. Ley, it is inferred in some quarters that he referred 
to the League of Nations as well as the International Labour Conference. 


Our correspondent in Warsaw sends us a copy of an inquiry sheet sent 
by a German firm, “ Viog,’ of Hamburg, to its representatives in Poland.

Travelling Through Germany. 


German Embassy and Visas. 

A statement has appeared in certain London daily newspapers that 
visas for Jews who wish to travel through Germany to reach other countries 
are being refused by the German authorities. The case was cited of a Mrs. 
Israel Pomeranic, a Polish citizen of the Jewish race living in London, who. 
it was stated, had applied at the German Consulate in. London last week 
for a transit visa to enable her and her husband and child to travel by train 
through Germany to Poland. She was told, the report added, that no visa 
would be granted. | 

In order to obtain an authoritative and official declaration on these 
regulations, I went to the German Embassy (writes a representative of THe 
Jewish CHRONICLE), where an official told me what actually is the position. 

* There are no new regulations,” he said, ** except that in every case 
where an Eastern Jew applies for a visa to go either into or through Germany, 
the case has to be referred to Berlin. No Cerman Passport (Office can decide 
it. We do not refuse the granting of visas, but we merely have to refer the 
application to Berlin. No visas are necessary for Jews who are British 


subjects.

EFFECTS OF THE NEW REGIME, 


(From our Correspondent, | 


Under a surface reflecting relative quietness Turkish Jew, 
has come to acritical stage. Problems which were latent sudden! 
require urgent treatment, While time and good-will were experte, 
to give them a progressive solution, the repercussions of recen 
events in Germany contributed to make them acute. 

These problems all bear on the situation of the Jews with regar 
to Turkey and the Turks. There is no ideal policy which, followe:: 
by the Jew, would assure him the sympathy of all and remove th 
practical disabilities under which he labours. Yet there is one 
point on which most of the criticism to-day is centred, and that j 
the question of language and culture. This the Jews did not fail 
to realise, and the will to give satisfaction had already begun to 
shape itself into realisation before perils appeared on the horizon. 

The issue was set going when in April last a new Turkish 
monthly was started at Smyrna. The event was of no great import 
ance and small attention was paid to it, except in some quarters 
by a number of Jews. For the first issue contained a series o' 
violent anti-Jewish articles. They became thé occasion for inquiric 
which, although re-assuring for the immediate future, revealed 
irritation in Turkish leading circles with regard to Jewish isols 
tion and particularly to the fact that.the bulk of the Jews contin 
to make use of Judwo-Spanish, while those who in the pu 
abandoned it did not turn to Turkish. but to French. 

Turkish Jewry to-day numbers about sixty-five thousand, the major 
of whom are of Spanish descent. In their days of grandeur they we: 
exponents of Spanish civilisation. When forced to emigrate they foun: 
in Turkey shelter and peace. Later on, in the times of their lowest int: 
lectual level, the A//iance Isvaélite Unive extended to. them throu 
its many schools the benefits of excellent education, and this it did thro 
the medinm of French. Turkish Jewry is the product of these th: 
waves of immigration, but they have never been other than loyal cit! 
of the country. The example of ‘the late’ M. Eskenazi, a Turkish 4 
who, having become rich in the United States, bequeathed some £146. 
to his native town in Anatolia for the erection of a hospital and 
permanent endow ment, awaits imitation. 

Since the establishment of the new regime in Turkey, the Jews ho 
replaced their A/liance schools, based on French, by primary schoo 
based on Turkish only. A Jewish public school, authorised to adopt ti: 
curriculum set for the Galata-Saray College, Turkey's premier education 
institution, every year turns out scores of young men with a per 
knowledge of the Turkish language and Turkish literature. At the sany 
time, a growing number of Jews frequent Turkish schools. Every 
hinted at the gradual adaptation of the Jews to Turkish language, hfe an‘ 
culture, an adaptation of which the generations born after the war arc |. 
be the naturalagents, In the quarter of Sirkedji at Istanbul any obsers: 
may already notice small Jewish boys and girls talking Turkish amon. 
themselves. At Brussa the members of the Jewish Ciub pledged the 
word to talk only Turkish and to fostér its use in their homes. Thes 
efforts, sincerely undertaken, aimed at paving the way to a better unde:

The first Jewish Association for the Development of Chemistry in 
Palestine has been created in Warsaw.

Parliamentary Notes. 


Shechita Safeguard Through Committee. 
'From our Parliamentary Correspondent. | 


The Committee met on Tuesday last to deal further with the 
Slaughter of Animals Bill, but it was well after one o'clock before the 
Shechita question was reached. During the week Mr. Barnett Janner 
had been very active in his endeavour to satisfy the opponents of 
Shechita that their outlook was not justifiable, and as a result of his 
efforts, Mr. Wise withdrew the motion for the rejection of Clause 6 
(which clause exempts Shechita from the operation of the Bill), which he 
with others had tabled. 

In the early hours of that morning Mr. Janner and Mr. Wise, accom- 
panied by Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn, had visited the Islington Abbatoir and had 
witnessed the slaughter of some animals according to the Jewish method. 

Mr. Wise stated in the Committee that he had wished to vote against 
Clause 6, but having seen the Jewish method of slaughter he agreed that 
this method is extremely humane.” 

Mr. Janner expressed his thanks to Mr. Wise for having attended at 
the Slaughter House, and said in the course of his remarks: “ There is a 
quotation that I should like to make, so that the position may be perfectly 
clear, and this is from a statement made by Professor Lovatt Evans. 
D.5c., F.R.S., who said: ‘My opinion as a physiologist is that I should 
think this method is as humane as any other method in use or likely to be 
brought into use for the purpose. I should be happy to think that my own 
end were likely to be as swift and painless as the end of these cattle killed 
in this way undoubtedly is.’ ” 

The Committee agreed that Clause 6 should remain part of the Bill.

As 
we know, daily events quickly tread on the heels of the past day, 
and are, perhaps, only mentioned for a week and then forgotten. | 
want you to understand from what I tell vou, from knowledge which 
has come tome and those of us who receive it daily (and I speak 
with a judicial restraint which ought to characterise any utterance 
on this matter) that this relentless persecution is finding its way 
and is destroying families, destroying men, uprooting homes that’ 
have been there even for generations, and solely for the reason 
which has been given to you and to which I again gave utterance 
just now. It is not remarkable that here in this country, in this 
great home of Liberty and of Justice, there should be such a wave of 
indignation sweeping over the land. All I can tell you and will tel! 
you at this moment is that we, of the BritishJewish Community, 
are not unmindful of all the injustice and cruelty which are being 
suffered.

The Neusel-Pettifer Fight. 
FROM YESHIVA BOCHUR TO BOXING MANAGER.

Mr. Walter Neusel told a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative 
tliat he was not interested in the political situation in Germany, but he 
deeply deplored the anti-Jewish persecution. 

Mr. Paul Damski, whois Neusel’s manager and whois a Jew, said he 
was born in Kovno and had been a Yeshiva Bochurin the famous Slabodka 


Yeshiva and had yon his diploma. He and his family had been forced to ° 


leave Germany four mouths ago after fifteen years’ residence there, owing 


to the Nazi persecution, and had to leave behind nearly all his savings. ° 


Neusel. he said, had no anti-Jewish bias and .had the previous week 
refereed a boxing contest in Paris in aid of German Jewish children. Neusel 
himself had donated £20 for the children’s aid. He was not only strongly 
against the present regime in Germany, but had by his gesture shown his 
sympathy with the Jews. He has, in fact, repudiated. his German 
association by becoming affiliated to the French Boxing Board and has 
not been to Germany for a considerable time. 

rhe result of the fight, one of the best heavyweight contests seen in this 
country for some time, which was promoted by Mr. J. Morris, was a win 
for Neusel, his opponent retiring in the eighth round. Other results were: 
Kid Farlo, of Stepney, defeated Peter Nolan, of Birkenhead, Nolan being 
disqual fied in the second round; and Moe Moss, of Mile End, was 
disquatified in the fifth round of his ‘bout with Charlie Baxter, of 
Birmingham.

a contemporary says: ~ It is not impossible to build a workman's dwellin 
at a cost low enough to enable a workman to rent it if British conservatisn, 
in the use of methods and materials can be overcome. The task require 
careful attention to every detail—on the drafting board, in the specifica 
tions, in the factory, and upon the site. The production of such house, 
would increase their own demand and increase employment corresponding! 
A successful manufacturer eliminates every item of avoidable expense. ; 
matter how small. In housing projects, however, the site acquisition, th 
architect’s plans, the contractor's methods, the trade workers’ rules, t! 
purchasing, etc., may be under separate control, with a widely varyin 
result depending on the integrity, co-operation, experience and ability . 
the officials in charge. In 1926 the writer had occasion to investigate th 
subsidy housing projects in Great Britain and Ireland, and to compare the 
usual hand-built types of houses with the experimental types. Since the: 
much progress has been made in motor transport, cheap electric power, 
improved substitutes for building materials, and a multitude of other aids 
to inexpensive housing. But some serious obstacles still remain, such a: 
slow manual methods used by the more highly-paid labour and the need 
for more careful planning. Low rental houses can never be built by high 
cost methods. The building societies’ proposal, as envisaged in the new 
Housing Act, to extend the use of their funds to this class of housing i: 
ways which offer an alternative to the use of the subsidy plan, should stimulat« 
greater endeavour in this most desirable activity.

MUSIC. 
Gentlemen the Duke! 

After the opportunity of hearing Duke Ellington and his 
ochestra in a concert organised by the “ Melody-Maker™ at the 
Trocadero Cinema on Sunday afternoon, I find it .much easic: 
than before to analyse the source of the amusement, exhilara 
tion and definitely creative inspiration:that I derive from their 
performance Amusement was thorough-going and hearty for all 
except purists and Puritans in such comedy-numbers as “ Dinah 

~ Shade of the Old Apple Tree”: exhilaration was plentiful in 
The Duke Steps Out,” and inspiration came from such nocturnes as 
The Blue Tune” or miniature tone poems like “~ Creole Rhapsody,’ 
although this last work should have been played in the much better 
short version extant. Since the programme consisted of some twenty 
items ranging over all aspects of the advanced dance orcbestra’s 
repertoire, one has space only to make the general criticism that the 
afternoén's performance was rather unegual. That inequality arose 
largely from the necessity Ellington was under of displaying all the 
plites of dance orchestra technique and art, and demonstrated 
the peculiar disability under which he is working. For any 
dance orchestra, be it “ hot” or“ straight,’ must primarily be a first. 
class entertainment combination, largely utilising the ephemeral 
popalar melodies and dance themes. Ellington is not conten’ 
merely to do that, and is rightly aiming to put into his own composi- 
tions the very spirit of the negro race. And originality in composi. 
tion is not often the key to “ box office’ values. It is rumoured that 
Ellington is composing a suite which shail express the striving of 
the negro race “up from slavery” into equal racial freedom, and 
such a work ghould afford him full scope for his creative ability. 
‘Meantime, ignoring the dithyrambic rhapsodies of the ignorant 
enthusiasts, we may be glad of such works as the melancholy 
“Creole Rhapsody,” the somnolently indolent “Lazy Rhapsody,’ 
the melodically sombrous “ Mood Indigo,’ and the weird and terrible 
‘Echoes of the Jungle,’ itself a refutation of the assertion that 
the distorted noises produced by jazz-band instrumentalists can 
have no musical point. These works, and others played on Sunday 
afternoon demonstrate that Ellington is not only a tine dance-band 
conductor but a composer of genius. 


The New B.B.C. Organ. 

One suspects that the function of the eighth concert of contemporary 
music given by the B.B.C. in Broadcasting Hell last week was not so much 
to introduce listeners to more modern music as to familiarise them with its 
new organ. Let me say then, to begin with, that the new organ is a masterly 
piece of craftsmanship, which perfectly fulfils the purpose for which it has 
been built, and if in Broadeasting Hall its tone is rather overpowering and 
ite higher register shrill, that is probably all to the good when the mellowing 
effect of transmission and reception through the modern loud-speaker is 
remembered. The organ music which was played was excellently chosen 
to demonstrate all the extensive range of the instrument, although I must 
express the opinion that a Wurlitzer cinema organ does such things as 
Bonnel’s ‘‘Cloches dans le Ciel’? or Marcel Dupre’s Carillon’ much 
better. Three vocal works’ were also performed—a setting by Arnold Bax 
of another carol, ‘‘ Of a Rose I Sing,” of which one has to say that whilst 
it is excellent music, it is hardly simple enough for singing by Christmas 
Waits. That mocking laughter of demons which preluded the sixth verse 
was very realistic, but was a little distracting ! Delius’ unaccompanied songs, 
‘To be sung on a summer night on the water,”’ are yet another of his essays 
in *‘ songs without words,”’ and were pleasant enough. But the finest item 


sf the evening was Vaughan Wiliams’ ‘‘ Benedicite,” a magnificent piece

HE portion of the Law read in Syna. 
gogue to-morrow is full of interest. 
ing incidents. It recounts how the 
Israelites were beginning to grow 

tired of the hardships of their wanderings 
through the desert and rebelled against the 
meek Moses who for once lost patience with 
them, a lapse that cost him the right toenter 
the Promised Land. The section also tells of 
the refusal of the Edomiites to allow Israel to 
pass through their borders. Let us devote our 
Chat this week to a consideration of this 
incident, which is highly imstructive. 
A LITTLE GEOGRAPHY. 

Let us consider the route which had been 
taken by the Israelites. They did not take 
the direct route that was taken by the British 
when they advanced from Egypt in the late 
War. They crossed a narrow inlet of the Gulf 
of Suez and marched : own its east side, then 
struck east across the peninsula.of Sinai 
which lies between the Gulf of Swez and the 
Gulf of Akabah, and when they came near the 
western coast of the Gulf they weut north as 
far es Kadesh Barnea. Their route then would 
have taken them across the territory of the 
Edomites into Moab to the east of the Dead 
Sea, to the north of which lay Jericho across 
They had to get permission to 
traverse Edom, and might have expected to 
receive it, forthe Edomites were really cousins, 
being descended from Esau. The Bible indeed 
tells us that the name Edom (red) was derived 
from the pottage of red lentils which Esau 
craved from Jacob when he returned hungry 
from his hunting and for which he sold his 
birthright. 

A PEACEFUL PROPOSAL. 

It was a fairand peaceful proposal which was 
made to the Edomites. “And Moses sent mes- 
sengers from Kadesh unto the King of Edom : 
’ Thus saith thy brother Israel: Thou knowest 
all the travail that hath befallen us, how our 
fathers went down into Egypt and we dwelt in 
Egypt many days, and the Egyptians wrought 
evil with us and our fathers; and when we 
cried unto the Lord He heard our voice and 
sent an angel and brought us forth out of 
Egypt, and behold, we are in Kadesh, a city at 
the edge of thy frontier. Let us therefore pass 
through thy land. We will not pass through 
the fields nor through the vineyards, nor will 
we drink of the water of the wells; we will 
go by the king's highway : we will not turn to 
the right hand nor to the left, until we have 
passed thy border.’ ”’ 

A WARLIKE ANSWER. 

The ambassadors were sent back with a 
curt and bellicose refusal. “ Thou shalt not 
pass by me lest I come out to meet thee with 
the sword.” Once more Moses repeated his 
assurances: “ We will go by the highway, and 
if | and my cattle drink of thy water 1 will 
pay the price ; nothing else will I do save go 
through on foot.” Once more camea refusal.

and this time the Edomites made a warlike 
demonstration showwg that they meant what 
they said: The Edomites were probably too 
strong for any encounter and Israel had no 
desire to enter into conflict with a related 
people, however hostile they showed them- 
selves. There was nothing for it but to seek 
another way through. So the Israelites had 
to double back upon their tracks and encircle 
Edom on the eastern side. We can well 
understand how disheartening this long extra 


journey must have been, and the Bible tells 


us that “the soul of the people was much 
discouraged because of the way. 
IN APTER YEARS. 

We do not hear anything of the Edomites 
for four centuries. Then they are mentioned 
as among the enemies against whom Saul 
fought. Then a little later we read of David 
holding Edom in subjection and placing garri- 
sons in the country. His General Joab infitcted 
severe punishment among the Edomite rebels; 
and Hedad; a voung member of the Edomite 
roval house. fled to Egypt and was given 
hospitality by the Pharaoh of that time. After 
David's death he returned and endeavoured to 
meke trouble. During the reigns of the later 
kings, the Edomites regained their independ. 
ence and they joined with Nebuchadnezzar in 
plundering Jerusalem and the slaughter of 
the Jews. We have an echoof their part in this 
massacre in the cry of the Psalmist (cxxxvili, 
7): Remember. O Lord, the children of Edom 
in the day of Jerusalem, who said: * Raze it, 
raze it even to the foundations thereof." The 
prophets are loud im their denunciations of 
Edom. Thus Jeremiah, allrding to the moun- 
tain fastnesses in which the Edomites dwelt, 
exclaims: “ Though thou should’st make thy 
nést as high as the eagle I will bring thee down 
from thence, saith the Lord:’ The Edomites, 


or Idumaans as they were later called, after. 


wards played a closer part.in Jewish history, 
and, indeed, gave rulers to Palestine until the 
destruction of Jerusalem by the Romans. The 
Rabbis associated Edom with Rome, probably 
because both were the enemies of Israel. It 
is curious how the original conflict between 
Jacob and Esau persisted down the ages 
among their descendants.
